If you hear the crow of a rooster, ask Allah for His bounty; for the rooster sees an 
angel, and if you hear a donkey braying, take refuge with Allah from the devil; 
because the donkey peace be upon him (SAW) the devil. 

68. Supplication when you hear a dog barking 

If you hear the barking of dogs, and the sound of donkeys at night, then seek refuge 
with Allah; (We take refuge with Allah...), because both of them see what you cannot 
see. 

69 Supplication when facing enemies: 


1- Allah is sufficient for us, and He is the best place to lean on. 


2- O Allah, You are my support, You are my giver of victory, with you, I maneuver, 
attack, and fight 


70. What to say when one is afraid of people. 

O Allah, suffice them with whatever You want. 

71 Supplication when it is windy: 

O Allah, I ask You for its goodness, the goodness of its contents, and the good it 
brings, and I seek refuge with You from its badness, the badness of its contents, and 


the evil of what it is sent with. 


72 Prayer when it rains: 
O Allah, beneficial rain. 
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And after the rain had subsided, he said: The rain fell by the mercy of Allah and His 
mercy. 


73 Prayer to drive out demons and their whispers: 


1- “Seek refuge with Allah from the temptations of satan, Verily Allah is All-Hearing, 
All-Knowing” (Al-Araf 200) 

“And say, 'O Allah, I seek refuge with You from the temptations of satan” (Al- 
Muminoon 97). 


2- Performing the call to prayer (Adhan). 


3- Reciting Surah Al-Baqarah, because the Prophet, peace and blessings of Allaah be 
upon him, said: satan flees from the house in which Surah Al-Baqarah is recited. 


74 Protection for children from demons and any harm: 

The Prophet, may Allah's peace be upon him, used to seek refuge for - his grandsons - 
Al-Hasan and Al-Hussain, and the Prophet said: I seek protection with the perfect 
words of Allah, from every devil and pest, and from every evil eye. 


75 Prayers that are read when someone feels pain in his body. 

Place your hand where you feel pain and recite: "In the name of Allah (three times), 
and say seven times" I seek refuge with Allah and His Power from what evil I find 
and care about (pain) 


76 Do'a when visiting a sick person: 

I ask Allah the Most High, Ruler of the Great Throne, to heal you (seven times). 

77 Sneezing prayer: 

If one of you sneezes, then say: Praise be to Allah, if he says so, and let his brother - 
or friend - say to him: May Allah have mercy on you, then he replies: May Allah 


guide you and change your mind 


78 Prayer leads people who are nearing death 
Whoever says the last words "There is no god except Allah" will enter paradise. 


79 Prayer of the afflicted: 

“We belong to Allah and to Him we will return. O Allah, reward me for this 
calamity, and replace it with something better for me." 

Indeed, Allah will reward him for his misfortune, and replace it with something better 
than it. 


80 Prayers of condolences: 


1 - For Allah what He takes, and for Him what He gives, and everything with Him has 
an appointed time, so be patient and seek the reward. 


81 Prayer to pay debts: 
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1- O Allah, I seek refuge with You from anxiety and sorrow, helplessness and 
laziness, cowardice and miserliness, the burden of debt, and being overpowered by 
humans. 


2- O Allah, keep me away from things that are forbidden from what is forbidden, and 
enrich me with Your mercy, not other than You. 


82 Prayer when angry: 
I seek refuge with Allah from the temptations of the accursed satan. 
83 Prayers of worry and sorrow: 


1- O Allah, I am Your worshipper, the son of Your worshipper, the son of Your maid 
worshipper, my forelock is in Your hand, Your judgment is upon me, Your decrees 
are fair to me, I beg You by every name it is Yours, the name which You yourself 
gave Yourself, or which You taught to one of Your worshippers, or which You 
mentioned in Your book, or which You hid in Your occult knowledge with You; 
make the Qur'an the spring of my heart, the light of my chest, the remover of my 
sadness, and the remover of my anxiety.

1. Introduction 

In the name of Allah, the most gracious, the most merciful, Praise be to Allah, Lord of 
the worlds. Blessings on the Prophet Muhammad, his clean family and all his 
companions. 


Judge Abu Shuja’ Al-Asfahani said: My friends (may Allah protect them) asked me to 


compile a very concise and very simple summary of the Shafi'l school of

2. 3 tebll Purify 


There are seven kinds of water that can be used for purification, namely; rain water, 
sea water, river water, well water, spring water, snow water, cold water 

Then the water is divided into 4 types: 

(1) Pure water which purifies without makruh, namely absolute (mutlaq) water, 

(2) Pure water which purifies with makruh, namely hot water; 

(3) Used water but not purifying, namely water that is used and water that has 
changed due to mixing of things 

(4) Unclean water, namely water that is unclean and does not reach the size of 2 
qullah or reaches 2 qullah but changes in color or taste or smell. 
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As for the 2 qullahs, they were approximately 500 Ritl from Baghdad. Iraq, according 
to the more valid opinion. However according to our exact gram chart converstion: 


2 quilah (Qullatan): 191500 grams = 192 kilos = 200 liters = 55 gallons, called (L— 
Ring Drum) in modern international shipping with 8- 8+ for overflow and temprature 
changing 


Article: Carrion skins can be purified by being tanned except for the skins of dogs and 
pigs and animals born from both or from one of them. And the bones of the carcasses 
are unclean except for the bones of human corpses 


Article: It is not permissible to use containers made of gold and silver. And it is 
permissible to use containers other than gold and silver. 


Section: It is Prophetic lifestyle (Sunnah) to do siwak in every situation except when 
the sun is tilted for those who are fasting. 

Bersiwak is very Prophetic lifestyle (Sunnah) in 3 cases: (1) when the bad breath 
changes, because of the length of time it is silent or something else. (2) after waking 
up, (3) when they want to pray. 


Section: The fardhu for ablution is six words: (1) The intention when washing the 
face. (2) Washing the face. (3) Washing both hands up to the elbows. (4) Wiping part 
of the head. (2) Washing both feet up to the ankles. (6) Order as we call it. 

The Prophetic lifestyle (Sunnah) of ablution is ten cases: (1) Reciting bismillah. (2) 
Washing both hands before putting them into the water container. (3) Gargling and 
inhaling water into the nose, (4) wiping the entire head, (5) wiping both ears inside 
and out with fresh water, (6) combing with thick beard fingers (7) washing between 
the fingers and toes, (8) put the right over the left, (9) purify each 3 times, (10) haste. 


Article: Instinja or WC self-cleaning is mandatory after urinating and defecating. The 
main thing is to wash with a few stones and then water. It is permissible to purify with 
water alone or with three stones which can clean unclean places. If you want to use 
one of two ways, then using water is more important. 

When cleaning one’s private in WC (istinja’) it is not permissible to face the Qiblah or 
turn your back to it in an open place, and one should not urinate or defecate in still 
water, under trees that can bear fruit, on roads, in shelters, in holes. And should not 
speak when urinating or defecating, and do not face the sun and moon or turn your 
back on them. 


Section: There are six things that can break ablution, namely: everything that comes 
out of the two ways (front and back), sleeps in an unstable state, loss of mind due to 
drunkenness or illness, touching between a man and a woman who is not a mahram 
without a barrier, touching the human genitals with the palm of the hand inside, 
touching the area around the anus (anus). 


Article: There are six cases that require bathing, three of which apply to both men and 


women, namely: sexual intercourse, emission of semen and death. The other three are 
specifically for women, namely: menstruation, childbirth and childbirth/wilada. 
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Section: There are three things fardhunya bathing, namely: intention, remove impurity 
if it is in the body, flowing water all over the hair and skin. The Prophetic lifestyle 
(Sunnah) of bathing is five things: reciting bismillah, ablution before bathing, rubbing 
the hands on the body, hastening, prioritizing the right (limb) over the left. 

Section: There are 17 Prophetic lifestyle (Sunnah) baths, namely: Friday bath, two 
feast days, prayers for rain (istisqa), lunar eclipses, solar eclipses, after washing the 
dead, infidels when they convert to Islam, crazy people and epilepsy (epilepsy) when 
they recover, when going to ihram, going to Mecca, staying at Arafah, staying at 
Muzdalifah, throwing the third Jumrah, tawaf, sai, entering the city of Medina. 


Section: It is permissible to wipe both skin socks with 3 conditions: they should use 
both after perfect purification, both should cover the soles of the feet that must be 
washed, and both should be possible to use for walking 


Non-travelers people can wear the skin socks (skin socks) for one day and one night, 
while travelers can wear it for three days and three nights. The period is calculated 
from the time of hadats (childhood) after wearing skin socks. If you wear skin socks 
at home and then travel or wipe your skin socks while traveling and then Non- 
travelers, it is considered wiping your skin socks for Non-travelers. 

Wiping the skin socks is invalidated by three cases: removing it, expiration of the 
period and cases requiring bathing. 


Section: The conditions for tayammum are five cases: having an excuse due to travel 
or illness, entering prayer times, looking for water, not being able to use water and 
having no water after searching, holy dust. If it is mixed with feces or sand, it is 
invalid. 


The principal of dry ablution (with pure dust/sand) 
There are four things: intention, wipe the face, wipe both hands up to the elbows, 
orderly. 


The Prophetic lifestyle (Sunnah) of tayammum is 3 (three), namely: (a) saying 
bismillah, (b) prioritizing the right over the left, (c) hastening. 


There are 3 (three) things that cancel tayammum, namely: (a) cases that cancel 
ablution, (b) seeing water other than the time of prayer, (c) apostasy. 


The person wearing the bandage wipes it, performs tayammum and prays and does 
not need to repeat the prayer if while wearing the bandage he is pure. 


One tayammum is valid for one fardhu prayer and one Prophetic lifestyle (Sunnah) 
prayer. One tayammum can be used for several Prophetic lifestyle (Sunnah) prayers. 
Every liquid that comes out of the two passages (anus and genitals) is considered 
unclean except for sperm. 


Washing urine and excrement (feces) is mandatory except for the urine of small baby 


boys who have not eaten food (except breast milk), so the way to purify it is simply 
by sprinkling water. 
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Unclean things are not forgiven except for a little like animal blood which does not 
flow when it falls into a vessel (container) and dies, it does not defile the contents of 
the vessel. 


All animals are pure except for dogs and pigs and those born from both or one of 
them. 


As for the carcasses, they are unclean except fish, locusts and humans. 

Vessels that have been licked by dogs and pigs must be washed 7 (seven) times, one 
of them with soil. While others are impure, it is enough to wash them once, but 3 
times is better. 


When wine (khamar or arak) becomes vingar by itself then it becomes pure. If the 
change is due to inserting something then it is impure. 


There are 3 types of blood that comes out of a woman's genitals: (a) menstrual blood, 
(b) postpartum blood, (c) istihadlah blood. 

Menstrual blood is blood that comes out of a woman's genitals in a healthy way, not 
because of childbirth. And the color is blackish, feels hot and followed by nausea in 
the stomach. 


Puerperal blood is blood that comes out after giving birth. 

Istihadlah blood is blood that comes out other than the days of menstruation and 
childbirth. 

At least menstrual blood is one day and one night. And the most is 15 days. Generally 
6 (six) or 7 (seven) days. 


At least postpartum is brief and at most 60 days and generally 40 days. 
At least the sacred period between two menstrual periods is 15 days. And there is no 
limit to the most. 


The minimum age for menstruating women is 9 (nine) years. At least 6 months of 
gestation. The longest pregnancy is 4 years. Generally the gestation period is 9 
months. 


There are 8 (eight) things that are forbidden during menstruation and after childbirth, 
namely prayer, fasting, reading the Koran, touching the Koran, carrying the Koran, 
entering the mosque, tawaf, intercourse, (husband) making out between the navel and 
knees. 


There are 5 (five) things that are forbidden for junub people, namely prayer, reading 
the Koran, touching the Koran, carrying the Koran, tawaf, staying in the mosque. 


There are 3 (three) things that are forbidden during small hadats, namely prayer, 
tawaf, touching the Al-Quran and carrying it. 


3. Prayers 
There are five obligatory prayers 
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(a) Noon (Dhuhr) prayer. The beginning of the time is the inclination of the sun while 
the end of the midday time is when the object's shadow is equal to the size of the 
object. 


(b) After noon (Asr) prayer. The initial time is when the image is equal to the object 
less. The end of the Asr time in the ikhtiyar time is when the object's shadow is 2 
(two) times the object's length; the end of the time of jawaz is until the sun sets. 


(c) After sunset (Maghrib) prayer. The beginning of the time is when the sun sets 
(while the end of the time) is after completing the call to prayer, performing ablution, 
covering the genitals, establishing prayer and praying 5 (five) raka’at. 


(d) Early Night (Isha) prayer. The beginning of the time is when the red light sets 
while the end for the ikthiyar time is up to 1/3 (one third) of the night; for the time of 
jawaz is until the rising of the second dawn (sadiq). 


(e) Morning Prayer. The beginning of the time is the rising of the second dawn (fajar 
sadiq) while the end of the time of ikhtiyar is until isfar (bright dawn); the end of the 
time of jawaz is until the rising of the sun. 

There are 3 (three) conditions for obligatory prayer, namely Islam, sound mind, baligh 
(adult), common sense is the starting point of the obligation (taklif). 


As for Prophetic lifestyle (Sunnah) prayers, there are 5 (five) namely Eid al-Fitr and 
Eid al-Adha, solar eclipses (kusuf as Syamsi) and lunar eclipses (khusuf al qamar); 
prayer istisqa' (asking for rain). There are 17 (seventeen) rak'ahs of Prophetic lifestyle 
(Sunnah) prayers at the same time as fardhu prayers. Namely two cycles before dawn 
prayer, four cycles before midday prayer, two cycles after midday prayer, four cycles 
before Asr prayer, two cycles after maghrib and three cycles after evening prayer with 
witir (odd) prayer with one last cycle. 


There are 3 (three) mua'akkad Prophetic lifestyle (Sunnah) prayers, namely night 
prayers, Duha prayers and Tarawih prayers 


There are 5 (five) conditions for praying before praying, namely keeping the limbs 
clean from hadas and uncleanness, covering the genitals with a sacred cloth, standing 
in a sacred place, knowing when the prayer time has started, facing the Qibla. It is 
permissible not to face the Qiblah in two circumstances, namely when you are very 
afraid and when you pray Prophetic lifestyle (Sunnah) on a vehicle while traveling. 
The pillars (fardhu) of prayer are 18 (eighteen). Stand up for those who can, takbirotul 
ihram, reading al-Fatihah with its basmalah, bowing, tumakninah in bowing, getting 
up from bowing, i'tidal (standing after bowing), tuma'ninah during i'tidal, prostration, 
and tuma'ninah during prostration, sitting between two prostrations and tuma'ninah, 
sitting last, and tasyahud (tahiyat) when sitting last, reading blessings on the Prophet 
at the end of tahiyat, first greeting, intention to leave prayer, orderly according to the 
order of pillars in on. 


There are two Prophetic lifestyle (Sunnah) prayers before praying, namely the call to 
prayer and iqamah. There are two Prophetic lifestyle (Sunnah) prayers when praying, 
namely the first tahiyat (tasyahud) and saying standing supplication (qunut) during the 
morning prayer and the witir prayer in the second half of the month of Ramadan. 
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There are fifteen Prophetic lifestyle (Sunnah) Ha'iah Prayers, namely: 

(a) Raising both hands when takbiratul ihram (b) Raising hands when bowing (c) 
Raising hands when getting up from bowing (d) Putting right hand over left hand (e) 
Tawajjuh (iftitah prayer) (f) Reading audzubillah (g) Raising the voice and lowering 
the voice according to the place (h) Reading amen (i) Reading the letter after reading 
Al-Fatihah (j) Reading the takbir when going up or down (k) Saying sami'a-Allahu 
liman hamidah rabbana walakal hamdu and tasbih when bowing and prostrating (1) 
Placing both hands on both thighs when sitting; open the left hand while the right 
hand holds except for the index finger which points during tahiyat (m) Sit iftirasy at 
every sitting. (n) Sitting in the last sitting Tawarruk (0) The second greeting. 

The prayer of women differs from that of men in 5 (five) cases: (a) The man keeps his 
elbows away from his stomach. (b) The man pushes his stomach away from his two 
thighs in bowing and prostration — The man raises his voice where it is recommended 
to raise his voice (c) If the Imam makes a mistake, the man says tasbih (subhanallah). 
(d) The male genitalia is between the navel and the knees. (e) Women bring their 
elbows closer to each other. (f) Women lower their voices near non-mahram men (g) 
If the Imam makes a mistake, the women's congregation claps. (h) The entire body of 
a woman is naked except for the face and palms. While female slaves are like men 
There are 11 (eleven) things that cancel prayer: - Intentional words - Lots of 
movement - Hadats (small and big) - Existence of uncleanness - Opening of the 
genitals - Change of intention - Turning the back of the qiblah - Eating - Drinking - 
Laughing out loud - Apostasy 


The number of fardhu prayer cycles is 17 (seventeen) cycles, 34 prostrations, 94 
takbir, 9 tahiyat, 10 greetings, 153 tasbih. There are 126 pillars in prayer. There are 30 
pillars of dawn prayer, 42 pillars of maghrib, and 54 pillars of four cycles of prayer. 
Whoever is unable to stand during fardhu prayers may pray sitting, and those who are 
unable to sit, you may pray laying on their side. 


There are three kinds of things that are left out in prayer, namely fardhu, Prophetic 
lifestyle (Sunnah) and hai'ah. As for the fardhu that is left behind, there is no need to 
replace it if it is purely due to forgetfulness, but if it is remembered and the time is 
close, then it must be done and prostrate for forgetfulness. While the Prophetic 
lifestyle (Sunnah) that is left behind does not need to be repeated if you have done 
something that is fard but you should do prostration for forgetfulness. While the 
hai'ah that is left behind does not need to repeat and prostrate for forgetfulness. If you 
are in doubt about the number of cycles of prayer, then do it based on the number of 
cycles you are sure of, which is the least and you should prostrate for forgetfulness. 
Sujud sahwi is Prophetic lifestyle (Sunnah) and is done before saluting. 


There are five times when it is not permissible to pray except prayers which have a 
cause, namely after the morning prayer until the sun rises; at sunrise until it is perfect 
and rises about a spear; when the sun is right in the middle to lean; after the Asr 
prayer until sunset; from sunset to perfect sunset 


Congregational prayer is Prophetic lifestyle (Sunnah) mu'akkad. Makmum must 
intend to become a makmum while an imam does not have to intend to become an 
imam. It is permissible for an independent person to live as a slave, and for an adult 
who has not reached puberty. It is illegitimate for a man to live with a woman, 
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someone who is smart reads the Quran to those who are illiterate. The congregation 
may pray in any place from the position of the imam in the mosque as long as the 
imam knows that his prayer is legal as long as the congregation does not precede the 
imam. If the imam praying at the mosque is praying outside the nearby mosque, and 
the imam knows the prayer is being held, and there is no barrier between the two, then 
the law is permissible. 


It is permissible for a traveler to break the four cycles of prayer into 2 (two) cycles 
with 5 (five) conditions: (a) It is not an immoral trip. (b) The distance covered reaches 
16 farsakhs [1]. (c) Praying four cycles of prayer. (d) The intention of qashar during 
takbiratul ihram (first takbir). (e) Do not understand the Non-travelers. 

Travelers may multiply (collect) prayers between midday and asr prayers at any one 
time and between maghrib and evening prayers’ at any time they like 

Non-travelers may also pray in the rain with the condition that they do so in the first 
time. 


There are 7 (seven) cases of obligatory Friday prayers: 

(a) Islam (b) Baligh (c) Reasonable (d) Independence (e) Male (f) Healthy (g) 
Permanent residence (istithan, mustautin) 

There are 3 (three) conditions for carrying out the Friday prayer: 

(a) The existence of the place in the form of a city or village. (b) 40 Friday 
congregations must consist of Friday members (who are required to pray Friday). (c) 
Enough time to pray. If the time runs out or the conditions are not met, then the 
midday prayer is replaced. 


There are 3 (three) fardhu for Friday prayers, namely: 

(a) There were two khutbahs which were delivered standing. (b) Sitting between 2 
(two) sermons. 

(c) Praying two rak'ahs in congregation. 

There are 4 (four) things that are Prophetic lifestyle (Sunnah) on Friday: 

(a) Washing your hair and washing your body (b) Wearing white clothes. (c) Cutting 
nails 

(d) Wearing perfume. 


And it is a Prophetic Prophetic lifestyle (Sunnah) to be silent at the time of the 
sermon. 


If people enter the mosque while the imam is delivering a sermon, he should pray 2 
(two) rak'ahs (Tahiyyatul mosque) then sit down. 

Prayers for the two holidays — Eid al-Fitr and Eid al-Adha — are Prophetic lifestyle 
(Sunnah) which is assured (muakkad.) 


Eid prayers consist of 2 (two) cycles. In the first cycle, takbir 7 (seven) times other 
than takbirotul ihram, and takbir five times in the second cycle, except for standing 


up. 


After finishing the prayer the Imam reads two sermons. The first sermon is takbir 9 
(nine) times and the second khutbah is takbir 7 (Seven) times. 

It is Prophetic Prophetic lifestyle (Sunnah) to recite the takbir from the setting sun on 
the eve of the feast, until the imam enters the mosque to pray. While on Eid al-Adha, 
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you should recite takbir after fardhu prayers from the morning of Arafah day to Asr of 
Tasyriq day 


The eclipse prayer is a Prophetic Prophetic lifestyle (Sunnah) mu'akkad. If you don't 
do it, you don't need to make up the fast. 

You should pray on occation of a solar eclipse (kusuf) and a lunar eclipse (khusuf) 2 
(two) cycles. In each rak'ah stand 2 (two) times by reciting long Quranic recitations. 
And recite 2 (two) bows' by reciting long prayer beads without prostrating. 

After the prayer, read two sermons. 


Readings are slow (sirri) for solar eclipses; and loud (ahr) in the eclipse of the moon.. 
Prayer for rain (istisqo') is Prophetic Prophetic lifestyle (Sunnah). The Imam should 
order the congregation to repent, sadaqah, stay away from tyranny, do good to 
enemies and fast three days later on the fourth day, the Imam goes out (to the field) 
with them wearing daily clothes and a calm and submissive heart. The Imam performs 
the two rak'at prayers with them like the 'Id prayer. After the prayer, it is continued 
with a sermon, turning the shawl upside down, and increasing prayers and istighfar. 
The Imam should supplicate with the supplication of the Rosululloh -shollalloohu 
‘alaihi wasallam-, namely: 


O Allah, make this rain a splash that brings mercy and do not make it a shower that 
brings punishment, accidents, disasters, destruction and drowning. 


O Allah, (make this rain) permeate the hills and mounds of land and water the roots of 
plants and valleys. O Allah, keep away from us and do not be a disaster for us. 


O Allah, (make this rain) permeate the hills and mounds of land and water the roots of 
plants and valleys. O Allah, keep away from us and do not be a disaster for us. 


O Allah, send down upon us a pleasant downpour, flowing broadly, thickly and 
evenly until the Day of Resurrection. 


O Allah, send down on us rain and do not make us among those who despair. 


O Allah, verily (Your) worshippers and countries experience fatigue, hunger, and 
hardships that we cannot complain except to You. 


O Allah, grow for us plants and increase milk for us (our pets). Give us the blessings 
of heaven and grow for us the blessings of the earth. Remove misfortune from us. No 
one can reveal it except You. O Allah, we ask Your forgiveness. Indeed, You are 
Most Forgiving. Send down upon us much rain from the sky. 

When the water has flowed, should bathe in the valley and glorify for lightning and 
thunder. 


There are 3 (three) types of khauf prayers. First, the enemy is not in the Qibla 
direction. In this case the Imam separates the congregation into two groups. The first 
group stands facing the enemy while the second group is behind it. The Imam prays 
with the second group one rakaat, then the second group completes his own prayer 
and continues to face the enemy. The first group comes and the Imam prays one 
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rak'ah with the first group who completes his prayer and the Imam greets the first 
group. 

Second, the enemy is in the Qibla direction. The Imam lines up the congregation in 
two rows and performs takbirotul ihrom with all of them. When the Imam prostrates, 
then he prostrates with one of the rows/rows of the congregation while the other 
shat/lines stand guard. When the Imam gets up, the second row prostrate and follow 
along with the Imam and the other rows. 


Third, the situation is dire and a war is raging. So anyone should pray as much as 
possible whether while walking or riding a vehicle, facing the Qibla or not facing the 
Qibla. 


It is forbidden for men to wear silk and gold rings, but it is lawful for women. Little 
and much are equally forbidden. If a part of the garment consists of silk while the 
other is cotton, then it is permissible to wear it as long as the silk is not predominant. 
Four things must be done for the deceased (corpse), namely: washing, shrouding, 
praying and burying the body. 


There are two dead bodies that do not need to be washed and prayed for, namely 
Muslims who were martyred fighting unbelievers and babies born in miscarriages 
who didn't make a sound (screaming). 


The corpse is bathed oddly, the first wash is mixed with betel leaves and at the end of 
the wash a little mixed with camphor. 

and dikafani using three pieces of white cloth, there is no commis and turban inside. 
Pray upon the corpse of four takbirs, reading the fatihah letter after the first takbir and 
praise the Prophet, peace be upon him (SAW) after the second takbir and pray upon 
the corpse after the third takbir saying: "O Allah, our Lord, this is your worshipper 
and the son of your worshipper. He has gone out of the world and the vastness of the 
world and his loved ones and his beloved lover to the dark realm of the grave and 
something he will meet. He has testified that there is no god except You, the One and 
Only, who has no companion for you and testified that the Prophet Muhammad is 
your worshipper and Messenger. And you know better. O Allah, he has placed by 
your side and you are the best place for him. And now he needs your mercy and you 
are rich for his torment. We come to you hoping for a help for him. O Allah, if he is 
good, then increase his goodness and if he is bad, then forgive him and find him 
because your mercy is your blessing and save him from slander and the punishment of 
the grave. And widen his grave, set aside the ground from around him and find him 
because of your mercy with peace from your punishment until you raise him 
peacefully to your Paradise with your mercy, O most merciful substance. 

And after the fourth takbir pray: "O Allah, do not withhold his reward and save him 
and do not slander him after his departure and forgive us and him". and say salam 
after praying after the fourth takbir. 

then buried in the grave by facing the Qiblah and lowered down from the head slowly. 
palm. Graves are piled high and may not be built. 

And it's okay to cry over the corpse without complaining and without tearing the 
collar. And in ta'ziyahi janaza experts up to three days after the funeral. And it is not 
permissible to bury two people in one grave unless there is a need. 


3. Obligatory Charity (Zakah/Zakat) 
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Zakat is obligatory in five cases, namely animals, valuables, plants, fruit, 
merchandise. 


There are three types of animals that must be given zakat, namely camels, cows, 
goats. The obligatory conditions are six things, namely Islam, independence, 
possessing the perfect, reaching the nishab (minimum number), haul (one year). 

As for the zakat of valuables, there are two matters, namely gold and silver. As for the 
obligatory zakat on gold and silver there are five, namely Islam, independence, 
perfect ownership, nisob, haul. 


The initial nisab of the camels was 5. And (zakat) for 5 tails is 1 sheep aged 1-2 years. 
10 camels is 2 sheep aged 1-2 years. 15 camels is 3 sheep aged 1-2 years. 25 camels is 
1 female camel aged 1-2 years. 38 camels is 1 female camel aged 2-3 years. 46 camels 
is 1 female camel aged 3-4 years. 61 camels is 1 female camel aged 4-5 years. 76 
camels is 2 female camels aged 2-3 years. 91 camels are 2 female camels aged 2-3 
years. 121 camels is 3 female camels aged 2-3 years. Then for every 40 heads (so on) 
the zakat is | female camel aged 2-3 years, and for every 50 tails (so on) the zakat is 1 
female camel aged 3-4 years. 


The initial nisab of the oxen is 30, for this amount the zakat is 1 tabi' (a 2-3 year old 
male calf). 40 cows is 1 musinnah (2-3 year old female calf) and so on it can be 
analogized. 


The starting nisab for 40 goats is 1 sheep (sheep) that has lost its incisors (you can 
also be 1-2 years old even though the incisors haven't been removed) or 1 female goat 
whose incisors have fallen out (you can also be 1-2 years old). 2-3 years even though 
the incisors have not been dated yet). For 121 goats, the zakat is 2 sheep (with teeth or 
age as above). 201 goats zakat 3 sheep (with teeth condition or age as above). Then 
onwards for every 100 tails the zakat is 1 sheep (with the state of teeth or age as 
above). 


Two people who associate (own goats) issue zakat (goats) with 7 conditions: 1. If 
there is one place to keep livestock; 2. a place to take off one; 3. one's shepherd place; 
4. one male; 5. one drinking place; 6. one milker; 7. one milking place. 

The gold nisab is 20 miskal (96 grams). For this amount, the zakat is a quarter of a 
tenth (2.5%), which is equal to 1/2 miskal. For the rest (zakat) according to 
calculations. 


The nisab of silver is 200 dirhams (200 talents or 672 grams) for this amount the zakat 
is a quarter of a tenth (2.5%) 1.e. (equal to) 5 dirhams. For the rest (dizakati) according 
to his calculations. For permissible (permissible) gold and silver jewelery it is not 
obligatory to pay zakat. 


The Nisa for agricultural products and fruits is 5 ausuq, which is 1600 kati according 
to the balance sheet of Iraq.[1] For the rest (must be paid zakat) according to his 
calculations. And for the 5 ausuq, if it is irrigated with rainwater or river water (which 
flows into the rice fields) then the zakat is one-tenth (10%). If it is irrigated (with river 
water or wells that are collected) with a winch or a sprinkler (operated by animal 
power), then the zakat is one-tenth (5%). 
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(Let) count the merchandise at the end of the year at what price the goods have been 
purchased. And it is obligatory to exclude from the price of these merchandise (if it 
has reached the nisab) a quarter of a tenth (2.5%). 


What has been excavated from gold and silver mines, must be paid (zakat) from it a 
quarter of a tenth (2.5%) immediately. And what is obtained from rikaz (hidden goods 
from the jahiliyah era) the zakat is one-fifth (20%) 


Zakat fitrah is obligatory for three reasons: (a) Islam; (b) sunset on the last day of 
Ramadan; (c) there is an excess of his family's food for that day. 

Zakat (should) be given to 8 (eight) groups that Allah has mentioned in His Word: 
"Verily, zakat is only given to the needy, the poor, zakat workers (amyl zakat), people 
who are people who are tamed in their hearts (because they just embraced Islam), 
slaves who are trying to redeem themselves to become free people, people who have 
debts (because of religious interests), people who fight for the religion of Allah 
(without a salary from the government) and travelers who running out of supplies on 
the way”, And to whomever can be obtained from them, zakat must be given, if it 
turns out that all of them cannot be obtained). And at least not less than 3 people (who 
must be given zakat) from each group above except amil (amil can only be one). 

5 (five) people for whom zakat may not be given to them: (1) people who are rich in 
money or income; (2) slave; (3) Bani Hashim and Bani Mutalib; (4) unbelievers. (5) 
Those whose livelihood is the responsibility of the person giving zakat may not give 
zakat to them in the name of the poor. 


5. Fasting 
There are four conditions for obligatory fasting, namely Islam, puberty, sound mind, 
ability 


As for fardhu/pillars or procedures for fasting, there are four, namely intention, 
refraining from eating and drinking, refraining from intercourse (intimate relations), 
refraining from deliberately vomiting. 


There are ten things that invalidate fasting, namely an object that is deliberately 
inserted into the hole (body) or head, injecting medicine through the qubul or rectum, 
vomiting vomit, intercourse in the vagina on purpose, releasing semen due to 
touching, menstruation, childbirth, madness and apostasy. 

And it is Prophetic Prophetic lifestyle (Sunnah) in fasting 3 things: (a) Hurry up/hurry 
to break the fast (when the time comes); (b) ending the meal; (c) leaving vile/bad 
words. 


It is forbidden to fast on five days, namely the two Eids (Fitri and Adha) and three 
Tasyriq days (11, 12, 13 Dzul Hijjah). 

And it is makruh (makruh tahrim) to fast on the day of doubt (the 30th of Sha'ban), 
unless it coincides with a customary day for him (Prophetic Prophetic lifestyle 
(Sunnah) fasting) or continues with the previous day. 

Whoever has intercourse (having sex) during the day in the month of Ramadan 
intentionally on the genitals (face or back) must make up his mind and pay expiation 
(fines), that is, freeing a believer's slave. If there is none, it is obligatory for him to 
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fast for 2 consecutive months. If he can't (do it) he is obliged to feed 60 poor people, 
for each person | mud (6 ounces of staple food). 

Whoever dies while he has the obligation to fast in Ramadan (which he left behind 
and has not been made up for), must be paid to pay for food in his name (to the poor, 
by his guardian from his inheritance) for 1 mud each day). 

Parents who are elderly (senile, including sick people who have no hope of recovery) 
if they cannot fast fast, may break their fast (not fasting) and must give food (to the 
poor) for 1 mud each day. 


Pregnant women and women who are breastfeeding, if they are worried that their 
health will be affected, may break their fast (not fasting) and both of them must make 
up the fast. If both of them are worried about their child's (health problems), they may 
break their fast and must make up the fast and pay kafarat for each day | mud, which 
is 1/2 Iraqi kati (6 ounces). 


Sick people and travelers who travel far may both break their fast and must make up 
the fast. 


I'tikaf (iktikaf) or silence in the mosque is a Prophetic lifestyle (Sunnah) that is 
pleasing to Allah. And that i'tikaf has 2 conditions, namely intention and staying in 
the mosque. 


A person may not leave (the mosque when performing) the vowed i'tikaf except for 
human needs (such as urinating and defecating) or because it is hindered by 
menstruation or illness which does not allow people to stay in the mosque 

And the i'tikaf becomes null and void because of sexual intercourse. 


6. Hajj 

There are 7 (seven) conditions (people) obliged to perform Hajj, namely (a) Islam; (b) 
baligh (age enough); (c) Reasonable (not crazy); (d) free (not slaves); (e) (able, 
namely), i) there are costs (his own fare to go back and forth and shopping for his 
family who is left behind); i1) have a vehicle (own or rented, for residents outside the 
city of Makkah which is 15 farsakh or more). (f) Safe passage; (g) Able to go 
(successful). 


There are 4 (four) conditions for the pilgrimage: (a) Performing ihram with the 
intention (the intention to enter the pilgrimage wearing seamless clothing on the 9th 
of Dzulhijjah); (b) Wukuf (dwelling) in Arafah (after sunset on the 9th of Dzulhijjah); 
(c) Tawaf (circumference) around the Kaaba (7 times). (enters the time at midnight 
Nahr / the night of 10 Dzulhijjah. The end of time is unlimited. It ends outside the day 
of Nahr, it is makruh. It ends outside the days of tasyriq, which is very makruh). (d) 
Sa'l jog) between the hills of Safa and Marwah (7 times, starting from Shofa and 
ending at Marwah). 

There are 4 (three) pillars of Umrah, namely (a) Ihram accompanied by intention; (b) 
Tawaf and Sa’'i; (c) Shaving the head or shortening it, according to one strong qaul 
(opinion). 


There are 3 (three) obligatory Hajj besides the pillars, namely: (a) Ihram starting from 


the miqat; (b) Throwing three jumroh; (c) Shave the head of hair (only shorten it. It is 
more important for men to shave and for women to shorten it). 
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There are 7 (seven) Prophetic lifestyle (Sunnah)s for Hajj: (1) Ifrad, namely 
prioritizing Hajj over Umrah; 

(2) reciting the Talbiyah (O Allah, I obey (answering the Prophet Abraham's hajj call) 
with joy, obey with joy). (pronounce Labbaikallahumma labbaik, Labbaika laasyarika 
laka labbaik, Innalhamda wanni'mata laka walmulka laa syarika lak); 

(3) Tawaf qudum (tawaf before standing at Arafah); (4) Overnight at Muzdalifah; (5) 
Perform Prophetic lifestyle (Sunnah) prayers 2 cycles after thawaf; (6) Overnight at 
Mina; (7) Tawaf wada' (tawaf when leaving Makkah). 

10 (ten) things unlawful for those who are in ihram: (1) Wearing sewn clothes; (2) 
covering (all or part of) the head for men and the face for women; (3) Combing hair; 
(4) Haircut; (5) Cutting nails; (6) Wear perfume; (7) Killing game (on land); (8) 
Performing a marriage ceremony (marrying yourself or marrying someone else); (9) 
intercourse; (10) Touch (between men and women) with lust. 

In (breaking) all of that there is a fidyah (ransom), except for the marriage contract, 
because the marriage contract is actually invalid. And nothing breaks the ihram except 
sexual intercourse in the genitals. While the person who is in ihram cannot (get out) 
from (his ihram) is damaged, (but must continue his pilgrimage until it is completed). 
Whoever misses (does not) perform wuquf at Arafah, then (obligatory) he tahallul 
(leave the pilgrimage ihram) by doing umrah and he must make up the qadha' (haj) 
and pay and (fine). Whoever leaves the pillars (of Hajj), he may not leave his ihram 
until he (finishes) fulfilling it. And whoever leaves the obligatory (haj) he must pay 
the dam. And whoever leaves the Prophetic lifestyle (Sunnah) (hajj) he is not obliged 
to pay something because of what he has left. 


There are 5 (five) types of mandatory fines (paid when there is a violation) in ihram: 
First, mandatory fines (paid) for leaving the behavior ordered in the pilgrimage, 
namely in sequence is a sheep. If you don't get it, you must fast for 10 days, 3 days to 
do it during Hajj and 7 days to do it when you have returned to your family (have 
arrived at home). 


Second, the fines that are obligatory (paid) for shaving one's hair and wearing 
perfume, that is, one may choose: a sheep or fasting for 3 days or giving 3 sha' (12 
mud / 72 ounces) of staple food to 6 poor people. 

Third, mandatory fines (paid) due to being besieged (by the enemy) or obstructed (the 
way to perform Hajj because of rabbery). So it is permissible for the person who is in 
ihram to do tahalul and then give a sheep as a gift. 

Fourth, the fine that is obligatory (paid) for killing a hunted animal, that is, may be 
chosen: if the hunted animal includes one that has a similarity (such as a deer, the 
likeness is a goat), then it is obligatory to remove the animal with its likeness or (if 
not) give a price and buy it at that priced food and give it in charity (to the poor); or 
(if not) must fast instead for every mud | day. And if the hunted animal is one that has 
no resemblance, then it is obligatory to give (give away) food worth the animal (to the 
poor) or fast instead for every mud 1 day. 


Fifth, the fines that are obligatory (paid) due to intimate relations, namely in 
sequence: a camel, if there is none, then (instead of) an ox. If he doesn't get it, then (in 
exchange) 7 goats. If not, then you should give a price for the camel and with that 
price you should buy food and give it (to the poor or poor). If you don't get it either, 
then it is obligatory to fast instead for every mud | day. It is not enough to give gifts 
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and food except in the Haram Land, while fasting can be done wherever the person 
who pays the fine wants it to be. 

It is not permissible for people to kill animals hunted by the Haram Land and it is not 
permissible to cut the trees. People who have been tahalul and people who are 
currently in ihram in this matter are the same.

The Prophet Muhammad was the best son, the most special youth, the main husband, 
the most loving father, the wise leader, the just judge and the brave general, so his 
people should study his brilliantly fragrant biography and also learn all the noble 
character traits, habits and daily life. him so that the glory and spirit of this people will 
return to what it used to be.. 


Prophet Muhammad's genealogy: 
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He is our Honorable Prophet Muhammad son of Abdullah bin Abdul Muttalib bin

Some amazing strange incidents at the birth of Nani Muhammad peace be upon him

I am the prayer of my father the Prophet 
Abraham, the good news of the Prophet Isa, my mother's dream, and as seen by all the 
mothers of the prophets in their dreams, her mother really dreamed of seeing the light 
that illuminated the palaces of the country of Syria when she was pregnant with the 
Prophet Muhammad until Siti Aminah actually peace be upon him (SAW) the real 
thing when the Prophet, peace be upon him (SAW) was born. 

Narrated by worldly Imams Ahmed bin Hanbal, Al - Bazzar and Al - Bayhaqi, and 
rated as sahih by Al - Hafiz Ibn Hibban and Al - Hakim, and the correct decision was 
confirmed by Al - Hafiz Ibn Hajar, mentioned in selected hadiths about virtues 
Rasulullah by Al-Hafiz Abdullah bin Al-Siddiq Al-Ghimari, may Allah have mercy 
on them all. 


Prophet Muhammad's grandfather looked for a nursing woman from Bani Sa'd named 
Halimah who peace be upon him (SAW) the goodness and blessings of the Prophet, 
may Allah bless her and grant her peace. 

Then her mother sent her to breastfeed in the Bani Sa‘d tribe on the Halima al - 

Sa diyah side. She was a lucky woman since the prophet lived with her and received 
blessings from him, because of her love haliamah for the prophet peace be upon him 
(SAW) and the blessings that bestowed upon his family and they felt in everything, 
and because of her love for him and the abundant blessings upon them, Halimah 
asked the Prophet's mother to stay with him for two years; He remained in the Bani 
Sad until he was four years old, until the Prophet experienced an incident where his 
chest was slit by an angel in the fourth year of his birth then Halimah returned him to 
his mother because he was worried about him. 
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When the Prophet's mother died the Prophet was six years old, and it was at that time 
that his mother and grandfather Abd al - Muttalib returned from visiting the tomb of 
his respected father Abdullah, so his respected grandfather Abd al - Muttalib took care 
of him, and he honored him more than his children., until his grandfather died when 
the Prophet Muhammad was eight years old. 


Then his respected uncle, Abu Talib, took care of him. He received advice from his 
grandfather to raise and care for the Prophet Muhammad. Rasulullah peace be upon 
him (SAW) once expressed his love for his respected grandfather by saying, “I am the 
Prophet, there is no lie, I am the son of Abdul Muttalib. ” 


When Abdul Muhallib died, he was eight years old. Abu Talib fulfills his obligation 
to treat his nephew with great affection and full attention. 

His uncle took him on trade to Syria, and there he met the Imam Bahira, who was 
convinced that Muhammad was the long-awaited prophet, and advised his uncle to 
take him back to Mecca out of fear of him from the Jews, This story is mentioned by 
the scholars validly and accurately. 


Prophet Muhammad's youth. 

When the Prophet, peace be upon him (SAW) reached a young age he tended sheep, 
then trading he brought Sayyidah Khodijah's merchandise in a caravan to Sham, in a 
caravan. When he went to Syria in trading, the Prophet Muhammad received abundant 
profits so that Khodijah was amazed by the morals and trustworthiness of the Prophet. 
Then Khodijah offered herself to the Prophet to be his wife. So the Prophet, peace be 
upon him (SAW) married Khodijah. 

And when he was (35), it happened that the walls of the Kaaba were destroyed due to 
the flooding that hit, so the Quraysh wanted to renovate it again. who would put it in 
its place, and there was almost a war between them, if not for Allah- Exalted is He 
(SWT) -who made it easy for them to find a solution through the hands of the Prophet 
Muhammad sallallahu alaihi wa sallam, where he put his turban and put a stone on it, 
and asked that each tribal leader holds it by its side then takes it, then puts it in its 
place. 

The Prophet was known in his youth to be honest and trustworthy. 

The beginning of the revelation to the Prophet, peace be upon him (SAW). 

The first initial revelation that was sent down to the prophet peace be upon him was a 
dream come true. 


The early period of prophethood and being appointed as an Prophet and preaching: 

At first the Prophet, peace be upon him (SAW) pleased him to be alone from the 
crowds of people, then the Prophet went to the Hiro cave which was on Mount Jabal 
Nur for a few days every month. This incident occurred for about three years before 
being appointed as an Prophet. years, then his prophetic light appears, including: 

The initial sign of the Prophet's prophethood was then the angels 

Gabriel came to him while he was in the Cave of Hira and said: Read. Then the 
Prophet, peace be upon him (SAW) replied: I can't read then the angel approached 
and hugged me until I was tired and the angel Gabriel said read it and the prophet said 
I can't read then Jibril approached me and hugged me a second time so I felt tired then 
said read then I answered I can't read then Jibril approached me and hugged me a third 
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time and said read I can't read then said: Read in the name of your Lord who created, 
the creation of man from a clot of blood., Read, and your Lord is Most Gracious 


The Holy Prophet returned terrified to his wife Khadijah, and he calmed her down, 
then he took her to his cousin Waraga bin Nawfal, a Christian scholar, so he gave her 
the good news that he is the prophet of the end times 

The Revelation of the Qur'an for 13 years in Makkah. 

Preaching in Mecca: 


Da'wah of the Prophet in Mecca is divided into 2 phases; 
1. Preaching in secret” 
2. Da'wah openly, 


The first stage: Preaching to Allah in secret: 
The beginning of the Prophet Muhammad peace be upon him (SAW) was appointed 
as a Messenger, lasted for the first three years of his prophethood. 


The first generation: 

The Prophet, spread Islam to those closest to his family and friends, and the first 
person to embrace Islam, namely: 

His wife Khadijah bint Khuwaylid. 

Then his worshipper Zaid bin Haritha. 

Then his cousin Ali bin Abi Talib, who was brought up in his house and he was still a 
child, and said: I am the city of knowledge and Ali is the door. 

Furthermore, his friend Abu Bakr Al-Siddiq, who converted to Islam in public, and he 
was also a friend of his uncle Abu Talib, who converted to Islam secretly like his 
brother Hamza. 

It was the right plan to protect Rasulullah, peace be upon him, from the disbelievers 
of Quraysh. 

Sayyidina Abu Bakr was very enthusiastic in spreading the Prophet's da'wah, and they 
embraced Islam because of his preaching: 

Uthman Bin Affan 

Zubair bin Al-Awwam 

Abdul Rahman bin Auf 

Saad bin Abi Waqas 

Talha bin Ubaidullah. 

And others, may Allah be pleased with them all. 


The second stage is preaching to Allah openly, when Allah's order comes by 
preaching to the closest relatives of the prophet, 


In the Qur'an, Allah Almighty says: "And warn your people who are near." The 
Prophet invited his people and climbed onto the mountain of sofas, then said, "good 
morning." Then he gathered the people, What would you think if I told you that there 
was an army of cavalry carrying swords behind this mountain valley, would you 
believe it? They replied: Yes, we have never found you lying. Then the Prophet said: I 
warned you before the severe torment. 


And when this warning was conveyed to everyone, everyone dispersed except Abu 
Lahab, he came to the Prophet with ridicule, Said Abu Lahab Woe to you, O 
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Muhammad, is it because of this that you gathered us together, then the verse came 
down, Woe to Abu Lahab's hands and he became insulted. 

The Quraysh were hostile to the prophet Peace be upon him (SAW), and tortured his 
companions, and they tried to threaten the prophet by expelling him and threats, 
driving him away with temptations and threats again, and they tried repeatedly to 
seduce his uncle Abi Talib to leave the protection of the prophet and he always 
refused, and they boycotted the prophet and the muslims and bani hasim in the abi 
Talib valley for three years. 


The Prophet ordered his companions to emigrate; to find a safe place for them; He 
ordered them to migrate to the Abyssal land of Ethiopia. 

Among the people whose Islam had an impact on the strength of the Muslims in 
Mecca was the Islam of his uncle Hamza bin Abdul Muttalib when he announced his 
belief in Islam after he had hidden it before. He was one of the strongest and brave 
watriors in Mecca. 


Whereas Umar ibn al - Khattab who was hostile to the preaching of the Prophet 
Muhammad and tortured his companions, and he was a person to be feared, strong 
and brave. 


Overview: 

Covenant to Hostile to the prophet's family and tyrannize 

The polytheists allied themselves against the Bani Hashim and Bani Abd al-Muttalib 
(they did not marry them, did not transact with them, did not interact with them, and 
did not speak with them until they handed over Muhammad to them) and recorded 
this in a note hanging on the wall. Kaaba. 

The cancellation of the sohifah hanging in the Kaaba: 

Abu Talib went out to the people and told them that insects had eaten the sohifah 
unless there was a sentence (in your name, O Allah), and thus the sohifah was invalid. 
Year of sorrow: 


When the Prophet's wife Khadijah died, the Prophet, peace be upon him (SAW) 
became very sad, and not long after his uncle Abu Talib died about two months later, 
and the two of them were the people he loved the most, may Allah bless him and his 
family, so that the Quraysh people hurt the Prophet, peace be upon him (SAW), what 
happened this is known as the Year of Grief. 


The accursed Abu Jahl tormented the Muslims. 

When Musab's mother found out that Musab converted to Islam, she forbade him to 
eat and drink and threw him out of the house. 

Suhaib Al - Roumi was tortured unconscious, and he had no idea what he was saying. 
Umayyah bin Khalaf tortured Bilal, and he would put a rope around his neck and 
order someone to put a large rock on his chest saying, "Allah is one Allah, Allah is 
one Allah." 


Ammar bin Yasir was tortured along with his father and mother Sumayyah bint 
Khayat until Yassir died due to the enormity of the torture. and Abu Jahl stabbed 
Sumayah Ammar's mother to death and she was the first woman to be martyred in 
Islam. 
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Khabab bin Al - Arat was a blacksmith, so when he embraced Islam, his employer 
tortured him with fire. Instead, they threw him into the fire, then dragged him over 
him, and he did not put it out unless he put oil on his back. 

Abu Bakr — ra— bought these male and female slaves and freed them all, and his 
father reprimanded him for this, so Allah sent down and will forgive (them) the most 
pious * who spend their money on alms* and whatever favors must be repaid *except 
for the Face of Allah Almighty* and he will be satisfied. 

People who are hostile to Rasulullah peace be upon him (SAW) : 

Abu Lahab : He used to circle around behind the Prophet, calling him a liar and even 
throwing stones at him until his heels bled. 

Arwa bint Harb: Abu Lahab's wife, used to bring thorns and put them in the path of 
the Prophet and in front of his door. Therefore, a sura (Sura Al-Masd) was revealed 
about her and her husband. 

Ugqbah bin Abi Muait : He brought a basket of camel entrails and put it on the 
Prophet's back and between his shoulders, when he prostrated himself in the Grand 
Mosque, so that they laughed, so the Prophet prayed to Allah saying: "O Allah, 
destroy the infidels of Quraish". 

Ugqbah bin Abi Muait put his clothes around the Prophet's neck and choked him hard, 
also put his feet on the noble Prophet's neck when he was in a state of prostration. 
Umayyah bin Khalaf: When he peace be upon him (SAW) the Messenger of Allah he 
cursed and rebuked him because of that the verse was revealed: "Woe to every....." 
According to these circumstances: The Holy Prophet, took two steps to alleviate this 
crisis: 


Chose the house of Al-Arqam bin Abi Al-Arqam for the gathering of the Muslims 
secretly, away from the eyes of the enemies. 

The Prophet, peace be upon him ordered the first migration to the habasyah when he 
learned that the Negus (king of the abasha) was a just king, so he ordered the Muslims 
to migrate to him. 


Quraysh intrigues: 

Quraysh sent their spies Amr ibn al - Aas and Abdullah ibn Abi Rabiah before they 
converted to Islam, with gifts for king Habasyah, and they said something to him that 
would not open his heart to accept the Muslims and return him to his country. then 
said king najasyi: No, by Allah until I hear news from them Muslims. So jakfar bin 
abi tolib said: (Do you have anything that Muhammad son of Abdullah brought?) And 
king najasyi replied: Yes, then jakfar bin abi tolib recited the beginning of Surah 
Maryam, and cried king najasyi and said to the Quraysh delegation: By Allah, I will 
not hand them over to you. 


Bargain and Negotiation: 

They offered the Prophet to worship Allah for one year and worship idols with them 
for one year, then the verse was revealed: 

O disbelievers * I do not worship what you worship * you do not worship what I 
worship * I do not worship what you worship * nor do you worship what I worship * 
You have your religion and I have mine. 


The Quraysh wanted to ask the Jews about Muhammad's problem so they said: Ask 


him about three things. If he answers you, then he is a prophet : 
1. The youth who left at the beginning of time 
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2. A man circled the east and west of the earth 
3. Ask him what spirit is it about? 


He answered them about youth, saying: 

"We inform you of their news in truth, that they are youths who believe in their Lord, 
and We add to them guidance." [Al-Kahf : 13] 

As for the people who surrounded the east and west, he said: "And they ask you about 
Dzulkarnain, say: I will read to you part of it as a warning. 

As for the spirit/spirit, he said: "And they ask you about the spirit. Say: The spirit 
comes from the order of my Lord, and you were not given knowledge but a little." 
[Al-Isra : 85] 


As for the stage of delivery of the Prophet's preaching outside the city of Mecca: 
After all the rejection from the people of Makkah the prophet peace be upon him 
(SAW) tried to find a new place for the preaching of Islam then the prophet peace be 
upon him (SAW) went to the city of Taif and spread the message of Islam there, and 
they responded by refusing with a bad response and sending small children to male 
slaves and their women to make fun of and stone the prophet peace be upon him 
(SAW). 


The Prophet sallallaahu 'alaihi wa sallam used to invite all individuals or tribes who 
came to Mecca, especially during the pilgrimage season. 


Among those who answered the da'wah were six of the luckiest youths from Yathrib 
during the pilgrimage season, then they returned the following year twelve youths and 
they pledged allegiance to the Prophet, peace be upon him (SAW) this agreement was 
called the first bayatul aqobah. The Prophet sent Musab bin Omair ra to teach them 
religion and invite people to convert to Islam. Musab had great success in this, then 
the second pledge of Aqaba took place during the next Hajj season, and the number 
was seventy-three men and two women, and this appointment was the beginning of 
the migration. 


Migration of the Prophet Muhammad to the city of Medina: 

The preaching of the Prophet, peace be upon him (SAW) for 13 years in Mecca. 
The Prophet, peace be upon him (SAW) ordered his companions to go to Yathrib 
either in groups or individually in secret. 


The Prophet migrated with Abu Bakr ra in the best form of travel and planning in a 
humane and natural way, and fully relied on and surrendered only to Allah- Exalted is 
He (SWT) -as an attempt to save himself from the assassination plot conspired by the 
Quraysh leaders in Dar al-Nadwa, and other attempts by Saraqa bin Malik. 


The arrival of the Quraysh people who were looking for him at the door of the Hiro 
cave as the place where the Prophet, peace be upon him (SAW) and Abu Bakr hid 
from the pursuit of the Quraysh, but both of them took the best guide, and changed the 
known direction of travel, and there were people who hid their tracks and others. from 
a policy and safety point of view. 
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The Prophet, peace be upon him (SAW) arrived at Yathrib, then the city's light and 
because of his arrival, the city was finally named madinatu munawwaroh [the city that 
shines ] 


The revelation of the Al-Qur'an lasted 10 years while in the city of Medina 
Establishing sovereignty in the city of Medina: 

The first attempt made by the Prophet, peace be upon him (SAW) was to build a 
mosque, bring brothers and sisters from the muhajirin and ansor, and regulate 
relations between components of civil society, middle and above in the city of 
Medina. 


The hostilities with the Quraysh started military and war; 

Several wars took place between the two parties, the most notable of which were: the 
Battle of Badr, and the climax was the victory of the Muslims, and it took place in the 
second year of the Hijra, and the war of uhud ; It was divided into two stages, at first 
the Muslims won, then the cycle turned around, the Muslims lost when they 
disobeyed the orders of the Prophet, peace be upon him (SAW), and then there was a 
khondak war (trench war); And the Muslims won it and it happened in the fifth year 
of Hijrah. 


There were several agreements with the Jews in Medina that led to their expulsion 
from Medina along with the bani qoinuko and bani nadhir, or killing their sons and 
taking their women hostage as this had happened in the bani quraidoh, as well as 
agreements with the neighboring tribes in madinah. 

The Hudaybiyah agreement that took place in the sixth year of hijrah was a 
transformation of the continuous conflict with Mecca, in which both sides decided to 
stop the war for ten years, after which the Prophet gave peace and invited and called 
people to convert to Islam and get rid of other enemies. And many people of Quraysh 
converted to Islam. 

The Quraysh violated the agreement after two years, so the Prophet, peace be upon 
him (SAW) came out with ten thousand troops to Mecca, then the Prophet conquered 
Mecca in the eighth year of Hijri and the Meccans embraced Islam. 

In the ninth and tenth year of Hijra, a large number of people converted to Islam, after 
people peace be upon him (SAW) the entry of Islam to Mecca, which was the 
religious leader in the Arabian Peninsula; So people competed to convert to Islam, 
and the Prophet brought a large number of Muslims to perform a farewell pilgrimage. 
And in the eleventh year of Hijriah the Prophet, peace be upon him (SAW) died on 
Monday the twelfth of the early month of the month after completing his message to 
the fullest, prayers and greetings may be bestowed upon him and his family and 
friends. 


O Prophet, may Allah bless you and grant you peace, and peace be upon you, His 
mercy and blessings. Amen

Beware of the sixth direction of idol worship above (fauqiyah) from the Wahhabi 


group. 


(Top with the intention of a place for Allah) is not mentioned in the Al-Quran and 
Hadith. 


In the name of Alah, it is obligatory for a everyone to know what qualities are 
obligatory for Allah, and for His Prophets and for His noble angels. 


The attributes that must be known about Allah are the attributes that accompanies the 
Essence of Allah, and Attributes that exist in the essence of Allah. 


Allah's existence, namely: The attribute "Al-Hayah" means the Most Living, the 
attribute "Al-Ilmu" means the All-Knowing, the attribute "Al-Iradah" means the Most 
Willing, the attribute “Al-Qudrah” means the Almighty, the attribute “As-Sam'u” 
means the all-hearing, the attribute “Al-Bashar’” means the all-seeing, the attribute 
“Al-Kalam” means the all-speaking. 


Characteristics that deny qualities that are not worthy of Allah, namely: "AL-Qidam" 
means the Most Preceding, "Al-Baqau" means Most Eternal, "Mukhalafah Li Al- 
Hawadits" means Most different from creatures, "Al-Qiyamu bi Al-Nafs” means 
Standing Alone, and “Wahdaniyah” means One/One Supreme. 

Allah - Exalted is He (SWT) - really exists, formerly and eternally, different from all 
His creatures 


Allah is not a jism (body/object), nor is aradh (a characteristic of a body/object), not 
characterized by place, time, right, left, back, front. 

Allah- Exalted is He (SWT) -stands alone, Almighty in His Essence, Attributes, and 
Actions. All-Life, All-Knowing of everything that has happened, is happening, and 
has not yet happened. 

Most willing for all His creatures and the entire universe, and what is not yet in the 
universe. 


Almighty over all things to bring it about and to abolish it, no one rivals Him in all 
His will. 


All-Hearing and All-Seeing all creatures that exist. 
Maha Speaks with the words of the Azali (formerly) which cannot be described in the 
form of sounds or letters. 


And it is obligatory for the Prophets -Alaihimusshalatu wassalam- the nature of "Al- 
Ismah “Holy protection from sining" is to be preserved from mistakes, so they never 
dissent from Allah in His commands and prohibitions, as well as the Angels. 

And it is obligatory for the Prophets -Alaihimusshalatu wasssalam- the nature of "At- 
Tablig" that is conveying everything that was ordered to them to be conveyed to 
creatures from the laws and other things. 
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Like the Last Day and what happens to it from "Al-Hisab" which is calculation, "Al- 
Iqab" which is the reward for deeds, "Al-Shirat" which is the footbridge, "Al-Mizan" 
which is the balance of deeds, Paradise and Hell. 

And there are Throne, Chairs, and Heavenly Books, and the Prophets and the trials 
that befell them from their people 


And there are angels, and "Al-Wildan" which means young children, and there are 
Allah's guardians, as well as the Isra and Mi'raj of the Prophet Shallallahu Alaihi 
Wasallam, and conveys that those who are martyred live a full life. Allah has given 
them and they receive sustenance from Him 

And the Intercession of our Prophet Sayyidina Muhammad Shallallahu Alaihi 
Wasallam, and the signs of the Day of Judgment, and teaching about the pleasure of 
"Qadha and Qadar", namely Destiny and Allah's provisions, as well as about the 
obligation to renew repentance from sins. 

Is it true that Allah existed at the beginning of time, As the Christians say, 

“Allah at the Beginning of Ages” 

or is Allah the first without a beginning? The explanation and description are as 
follows: 


Christians have made a mistake after dissimilaring the creed of Prophet Isa because 
they lost the Bible and what was stated in the new agreement, and they also differed 
from the creed of Prophet Musa which was stated in the original Torah and what was 
left of his delivery from the old testament, such as worship only to Only Allah 
Almighty. While Christians who are now disbelieved in what the Prophet Isa said. 
The true Jesus said: 


The most important thing, Jesus answered, was this: 'Hear, O Israel: The Lord our 
Allah, the Lord is one. 


Mark 12:29, King James Version |KJV 1900]. 
Jesus answered: "The very first commandment is: Hear, O Israel, the Lord our Allah, 
the Lord is one.

So the Christians say: 

Truly Allah is at the beginning of everything from time (age), place, creatures, nature 
and nature. 


While the truth is as contained in the Word of Allah in the Koran and the explanation 
of the Prophet Muhammad —Shallallahu Alaihi wasallam- in the hadiths, and the 
explanation of Islamic scholars such as Al-Gazalai and Ar-Razi -Radhiyaallahu 
Anhuma-: That Allah is not in the beginning everything from time (age) to place, 
creatures, nature, the world from what we know and what we don't know, the 
explanation of which is stated as follows: _ ; 

Allah taa'a says: (4x e¢9 OS) 34 oat 5 Salballs S895 DOSY! 58 3 

He is the First (nothing was before Him) and the Last (nothing is after Him), the Most 
High (nothing is above Him) and the Most Near (nothing is nearer than Him). And He 
is the All-Knower of everything. 
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The First: He is Allah, the Most Beginning and Prior to all creation before time and 
place, because He is the One who created and held the beginning of all creatures. 

The End: The Eternal after the destruction and death of all existing beings. 

The Zahir (Visible): Allah's existence can be understood clearly through the creatures 
or the universe that He created with His Omnipotence. 

The Inner One: Nothing can reach the essence of Allah's Essence, both the senses and 
reason, and He knows everything that is hidden. 

He is the First, before there was anything, and the Last, after everything was 
annihilated and extinct, and the outward, which there is nothing above Him, and the 
inner which there is nothing under Him, and there is nothing whatever is hidden from 
Him in the earth or in the sky, and He is All-Knower of all things. 

Prophet Muhammad peace be upon him (SAW) mentioned in his saying: 

Rasulullah peace be upon him (SAW) prayed when he was about to sleep by saying: 
O Allah, Lord of the seven heavens, 

Lord of the great Throne, 

Lord of all, 


Who sent down the Torah, the Bible, and Al-Furqan (Al-Quran), 

Who gives rise to the grains of plants and seeds of fruits, 

I seek refuge with You from the evil of everything that You control over the forelock, 
O Allah, You are the First that there was nothing before You, 

And You are the Last Who is nothing after You, 

And You are the Zahir and there is nothing above You, 

And you are the Inner One and there is nothing below You, 

Pay off our debts and deliver us from poverty. 

Because Allah Ta’ala is the Beginning without being preceded by a beginning, Allah 
existed before any creation, and the main saying is that He is the first without 
anything accompanying Him, and there is nothing before Him, i.e. nothing preceded 
Him. (Nothing is not used before the existence of the created world) As for creatures 
that have a beginning in the universe, and it is impossible for the beginning of the 
universe to equal the beginning of Allah's existence, because the beginning of the 
universe preceded nothing because it did not exist before it was created, it is stated 
that something before being created is nothing., that is, the absence of beings. 

Allah taa'a says: 


Indeed, those who have disbelieved have said: "Indeed, Allah is the Messiah, the son 
of Mary." Say (Muhammad): "Then who (who) can hinder the will of Allah, if He 
wants to destroy Al Masih the son of Mary and his mother and all the people who are 
on earth all of them?". To Allah belongs the kingdom of the heavens and the earth and 
what is between them; He creates what He wills. And Allah has power over all things. 
[QS. Al-Maidah: 17] 


5. In fact, those who say: "Indeed, Allah is the Messiah son of Maryam", even though 
the Messiah (himself) said: "O Children of Israel, worship Allah, my Lord and your 
Lord".

May Allah protect you, and peace and mercy be upon you. (as for next): 
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I say that I love you, and may Allah and His Messenger also love you, 
Then, you should carry out your religious obligations in matters of heart and core 
deeds, because that is where the happiness in the hereafter and eternal comfort is. 


1. Among his practical duties is to say two creeds by believing in their meaning, 
namely establishing the oneness of Allah in substance, nature and deeds. And 
stipulates the treatise of the Prophet sallallaahu 'alaihi wa sallam, by believing in what 
he brought from Allah and following His commands and avoiding His prohibitions. 


2. Among other things, and that is the most important thing after the two sentences of 
creed is to perform the five daily prayers in congregation, and by fulfilling all the 
requirements, such as: 

- purify from big and small hadats 

- facing the qibla 

- cover the nakedness 

- and complete ablution along with total cleansing from impurities (Istibra), 1.e. 
removing that which is in the two channels of urine and feces from disease with 
stones (rough objects) if possible, then washing with water afterwards. 

- also do all that is obligatory, Prophetic lifestyle (Sunnah), and mustahab (preferred) 
it is also necessary to accompany it by maintaining the practices of nawafil/ Prophetic 
lifestyle (Sunnah) practices such as: Witr and goblyah Fajr prayers, as well as other 
qobliyah and ba'diyah prayers 


3. Among them again is zakat if it has arrived at you. because it is a purification, a 
blessing and a reason to become rich 


4. And also protect your limbs, namely the ears, eyes, tongue, stomach, genitals and 
feet from things that are forbidden. 

Do not listen except for good advice, remembrance, and amar makruf nahi munkar 
(calls for good and forbidding evil). 

And do not look at what is not lawful for you from women, children and property 
And guard your tongue from lies, backbiting, pitting against one another, false 
testimony and slanderous accusations that harm people, both body and property, 
and guard your stomach from all that is unlawful to consume. 

And keep your genitals from touching something that is not lawful for you, 

and keep your feet from walking to other than obedience to Allah, 


5. And protect your heart from pride, arrogance, riya (show off), envy, hatred, 
jealousy, hatred in the heart, envy, cheating, deceit, imagery, love for the position of 
chairman/sense of leading and appearing, love of praise, fear of reproach, more 
attention to matters of sustenance and fear of poverty. 


6. And meditate on Allah's creation 
7. and present the supervision of Allah- Exalted is He (SWT) -in all your cases and 
circumstances 


And don't feel this is hard because actually it's an easy thing if you ask Allah for help 
and then make it firm 
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8. You should get together to do dhikr to Allah in your spare time from work, 
especially the time between maghrib and evening prayers and between dawn and 
sunrise prayers. Because at these two times there is grace and reward is a great thing 


9. And visit each other because of Allah and love each other because of Allah 
10. Help each other / fulfill your needs 

11. Gathering (continuing relationships with parents and the womb) 

12. Visit the sick 

13. Advise each other patiently and endure painful people's actions 


14. And do not accompany/sit with someone who disconnects you from remembrance 
of Allah, and do not hang out with him, because he can turn off your heart, 

and in the death of the heart there is damage to religion and weakness of faith, while 
in the remembrance of Allah there is His remembrance of us, His pleasure, His 
friendship, and peace of mind. 

And in gatherings/meetings of remembrance of Allah there are gardens of Paradise, 
veils of mercy, descending of serenity, and circles of angels, as narrated by the shohih 
khabar hadith from the Messenger of Allah, may the prayers and peace of Allah. be 
above it. 


15. And don't be silent about anyone who hinders you or hurts you, because in fact he 
is an evil devil, exiled and lost 


16. And do not harm any of Allah's worshippers, and do not be afraid of him or hope 
in him, for all matters are in the hands of Allah, and no one has the power to hurt or 
benefit anyone, or reduce or increase anyone. 


17. Protect your heart from covetousness for creation, for it is accompanying poverty 
and real humiliation

and requests from Allah from your Lord

A woman who was cleaning the mosque died, so they buried her and did not tell the 
Prophet. When he knew, he prayed a funeral prayer for her and said, “I peace be upon 
him (SAW) her in Paradise picking the mote from the mosque.” And he said, “If 
anyone dies for you, you must inform me.” 

(18-22) 

“To smile at your brother’s face it is considered a charity and your promotion of 
virtue and prevention of vice is a charity, and to guide a man at a land delusion, it is a 
charity for you, and to remove harm and thorns and the bone from the road is a charity 
for you, and emptying from bucket into the bucket of your brother is a charity for you 
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“to look in behalf of a man whose sight is weak, it is charity for you ” 
“To guide a lost person is a charity” 


“On every morning, there is a charity for each limbs of one of you, therefore, there are 
a charity for each repeating: “exalted is Allah - affirmation of perfection to Allah - 
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, “praise be to Allah — negating any imperfection such as a son, a wife or similarity 
to any substance - ”, “there is no god except Allah - affirmation of Divinity of Unique 
Oneness of Allah - 

”, “Allah is the Greatest”, “promotion of virtue” and “prevention of vice.” However, it 


suffices this to offer two units of after sunrise (Duha) prayers. 


(23-26) 
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“Upon each son of Adam’s soul to offer a charity in each day having sunrise.” It was 
asked, Oh Messenger Allah, from where do we pay charity? He replied “Indeed, there 
are plenty of ways of good: repeating: 

“Exalted is Allah”, “Allah is the Greatest”, “there is no god except Allah”, 
“promotion of virtue” and “prevention of vice.”, “remove mote away from the road”, 
to help the deaf person to understand, to guide the blind person, to help the person 
who seeks directions, to support with the strength of your arms the person who crying 
out, 

to carry with the power of your arms the person who weak. All these are charities 
from you to your sake.” 


(27-29) 

“On every limb of people, at every day having sunrise, there is a charity such as: to 
judge with justice between two persons, to help and raise a person to ride his animal, 
or carry up to him his belonging, to say a good word, for each step to walk to pray in 
the mosque, and to remove mote away from the road, all are charities” 


“He created every human being of the children of Adam with sixty and three hundred 
joints. So whoever glorifies Allah, praises Allah, praises Allah, glorifies Allah, or 
asks Allah’s forgiveness, and removes a stone from the path of people, or a thorn, or a 
bone from the path of people, or commands good or forbids evil, the number of sixty 
and three hundred will come in the evening on that day. He removed himself from the 
fire." 


“Tn paradise there are rooms its appearance clear from its interior and inside ” 


Abu Owner Al-Ash'ari: asked to whom, O Messenger of “He created every human 
being of the children of Adam with sixty and three hundred joints. So whoever 
glorifies Allah, praises Allah, praises Allah, glorifies Allah, or asks Allah’s 
forgiveness, and removes a stone from the path of people, or a thorn, or a bone from 
the path of people, or commands good or forbids evil, the number of sixty and three 
hundred will come in the evening on that day. He removed himself from the fire." He 
replied: for whosoever who speaks softly and freely gives the food, and stood in 
prayer when people are asleep " 


“Whosoever purifies himself at his house, then goes to any house of Allah, in order to 
pray an obligatory prayer, all his steps; one will cause a sin to be forgiven and one 
step will raise him a degree ". 


(30) 

“Indeed the Muslim person, will receive a reward when he intercourse with his 
spouse. Also he gets rewards when he thinks that he lost an item when couldn’t find it 
in his pocket, so he feels disturbed in his heart, then Allah gives it back to him and 
gets a reward 

(31) 

A man came to the Prophet, upon him the praise and peace, and said : What is the 
deed if I practice it I entered Paradise? He replied: “Are you in a country where water 
is brought to it? He answered, Yes, The prophet told him, then buy new water sack 
and use it to let people drink, before it turns old you will reach with it Paradise 
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(35-36) 
Allah for let a man enter paradise because he was easy buyer, salesman, judge and 
debit collector” 


“A man entered paradise due to his tolerance as judge and debit collector” 
“The rich person avoidance to pay his debit is injustice ” 


(37-38) 

“Long time before you, a man died, so the Angel asked him: What was your good 
deed? He replied: I didn’t remember anything, however, when I sell, I extend the dead 
time for whosoever who can and I forgive who cannot pay. Therefore, Allah let him 
enter paradise” 

(39) 

"If a believer sees from his brother nakedness or shortcoming and he covers him up, 
Indeed Allah will 


“Whosoever covers up one’s nakedness is as if he revived a buried alive infant in its 
grave ” 
(40) 
“Any believer offers condolences to his brother in his misfortunate, indeed, Allah will 
dress him up of cloth of honor on the day of judgment” 
“Whosoever offers condolences to a female in her bereavement, Allah will dress him 
up in Paradise”
